DUM-DUM BULLETS. 


London, Oct. 28.—The lull in the 


news from Ladysmith, Natal, which 
was beginning to be regarded as 
ominous, has at length been broken 
by a Cape Town dispatch, under this 
morning's date, saying: 


"Scouts from Modderspruit having 


reached the Boers in force on the 
Helpmakaar road, General White 
ordered out a strong force of artil- 
lery, mounted infantry and cavalry. 
A small patrol of mounted infantry 
was shelled by the Boers nine miles 
from Ladysmith, and the Boers posi- 
tion was finally located three miles 
beyond Modderspruit. The British 
force is now four miles from the- 
Boers." 


The dispatch does not give the 


date of the above occurance, but it 
must have been since Thursday, 
when the last news arrived from 
Ladysmith, so the Boer advance 
from Dundee southward and from 
Beaters Station eastward evidently 
proceeded steadily in the interim 
and the engagement foreshadowed 
by the above dispatch may already 
have been fought. 


The other news from the front 


does not enlighten the situation in 
Natal. Fragmentary details are ar- 
riving of the occupation of Dundee 
by the Boers. 
It is alleged that 


twenty men of the town guard oc- 
cupied an outpost a couple of miles 
from the town when.a Boer shell 
dislodged them and the men fled to 
a neighboring hill, where three hun- 
dred Boers surrounded them and 
shot the majority. 


The Boers then entered Dundee, 


dragged several civilians out of 
their houses and pistolled them in 
the streets. 


As a pendent to the above comes 


a Story from Cape Town to the ef- 
fect that several cases of dumdum 
bullets were found by the Boers at 
Dundee, which the British abandon- 
ed in their flight. Some of the Boers 
wanted to use the dumdums in the 
next battle, but President Kruger 
vetoed this, saying: 


"No, it must not be so. Whatever 


the British are, we Boers are at least 
human." 


The bullets were then destroyed. 
Further details from Buluwayo, 


Rhodesia, show that an armored 
train from there on October 17, sent 
towards Mafeking under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Llewellyn, got 
within seven miles of Lobatsi when 
the British found the railroad badly 
damaged. 
Boers were just visible 


on hills in the vicinity. 


Lobasti has been looted. 
The 


train encountered the Boers three 
miles south of Crocodile Pools and 
the British opened fire with their 
Maxims and drove the Boers back 
to the hills whence they had ad- 
vanced. 


Besides eight men killed, 
the 


Boers lost eleven horses. 


Dispatches from Sydney and Mel- 


bourne record the departure of the 
Australian contingents for the war 
amid wild scenes of enthusiasm. 


A Dutch ambulance corps has also 


started from Amsterdam for Loren- 
zo, Marques.

DR. TALMAfiE'S SERMON. 


A LESSON TAKEN FROM SWIMMERS WHO TRY TO RESCUE 


THE DROWNING, 


Washington, O. C., Oct. 26.— In 


this discourse Or. Talmage employs a 
Very bold figure of the Bible to bring 
out the helpfulness of religion for all 
those in any kind of struggle. The 
text is Isa. xxxv., xi.: "He shall 
Spread forth his hands in the midst 
of 
them, as he that swimmeth 


spreadeth forth his hands." 


This text represents Ood as a 


strong 
swimmer, 
striking out to 


push down iniquity and save 
the 


Souls of men. "He shall spread forth 
his hands in the midst of them, as he 
that swimmeth spreadeth forth his 
hands to swim." The figure is bold 
and many-aided. Host of you know 
how to swim. Some of you learned it 
in the city school, where this art is 
taught; some of you in boyhood, in 
the river near your father's house; 
some of you since you came to man- 
hood or womanhood, while summer- 
ing on the beach of the sea. It is a 
good thing to know how to swim, not 
only for yourself, but because you 
will, after awhile, perhaps, have to 
help others. 


I do not know anything more stir- 


ring or sublime than to see some man 
like Norman McKenzie leaping from 
the ship Madras into the sea to save 
Charles Turner, who had 
dropepd 


from the royal yard while trying to 
loosen the sail, bringing him back to 
the deck amid the huzzas of the pas- 
sengers and crew. If a man has not 
enthusiasm enough to cheer in such 
circumstances he deserves himself to 
drop into the sea and have no one to 
help him. The Royal Humane soci- 
ety of England was established in 
1774, its being to applaud and re- 
ward those who should pluck up life 
from the deep. 


Any one who has performed such a 


deed of daring has all the paiticu- 
lars of that bravery lecorded in a 
public record, and on his breast a 
medal done in blue and gold and 
bronze, anchor and monogram and 
inscription, telling to future genera- 
tions the bravery of the man or wo- 
man 
who 
saved some one 
from 


iiii•i 


full havoc of the disease. Now sin 
in this woild is an ailment which is 
only in its first stages; but let it get 
under full sway and it is an all-con- 
suming typhoid. Oh, if we could see 
our unpardoned sins as God sees them 
our teeth would chatter and 
our 


knees would knock together, and our 
respiration would be choked, and our 
hearts would break. If your sins are 
unforgiven, they are bearing 
down 


on you and you are sinking—sinking 
away from happiness, sinking away 
from Ood, sinking away from every- 
thing that is good and blessed. 


Then what do we wantf 
A swim- 


mer! A strong swimmer! A swift 
swimmer! And, blessed be God, in 
my text we have him announced. 
"He shall spread forth His hands in 
the midst of them, as he that swim- 
meth stretcheth forth his hand to 
swim." You have noticed that when 
a swimmer goes to rescue any one he 
puts off his heavy apparel. He must 
not have any such impediment about 
him if he is going to do this great 
deed. 
And 
when Christ 
stepped 


forth to scve us He shook off the 
sandals of Heaven, and His 
fest 


weie free, and then He stepped down 
into the wave of our transgressions, 
and it came up over His wounded 
feet, and it came above the spear- 
stab in His side—aye. it dashed to 
the lacerated temple, the high-water 
mark of His anguish. Then, rising 
above the flood, "He stretched forth 
His hands in the midst of them, as 
he that swimmeth spreadeth foith 
his hands to swim." 


THE WHOLE EFFORT. 


If you have ever watched a swim- 


mer you notice that his whole body is 
brought into play. 
The arms 
are 


flexed, the 
hands diive the water 


back, the knees are active, the head 
is thrown back to escape stiangula- 
tion, the whole body is in propul- 
sion. And when Christ sprang into 
the deep to save us He threw His en- 
tire nature into it—all His godhead, 
His omniscience. His goodness, His 
love, His omnipotence—head heart, 


thing to save a body from the deep, 
I ask you if it is not a worthier thing 
to save an immoital soul? And you 
shall see, this hour, the Son of God 
Dtep out forth from this achievement. 
"He shall spread forth His hands in 
the midst of them, as he that swim- 
meth speadeth forth his hands 
to 


swim." 


MOST BEAUTIFUL WORDS. 


In order to understand 
the full 


force of this figure you need to real- 
ize that our race is in a sinking con- 
dition. You sometimes hear people 
talking of what they consider the 
most beautiful words in our lan- 
guage. One man says it is "home." 
another 
man says it is the 
word 


'•mother," another says it is the word 
"Jesus," but I tell you the bitterest 
word in our language, the word most 
angry and baleful, the woid saturat- 
ed with the most trouble, the word 
that accounts for all the loathsome- 
ness and the pang and the outiage 
and the harrowing; and that word is 
"sin." You spell it with three let- 
ters, and yet those three letters de- 
scribe the circumference and pierce 
the diameter of everything bad in the 
Universe. Sin is a sibilant word. You 
cannot pronounce it without giving 
the siss of the flame or the hiss 
of the serpent. 
Sin! and then if 


you add three letters to that word it 
describes every one of us by nature- 
sinner. We have outraged the law of 


God, 
not 
occasionally, or now and 


then, but perpetually. The Bible de- 
clares it. 
Haik! It thunders two 


claps: "The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wicked.'' 
"The soul that sinneth, it shall die." 
What the Bible says our own con- 
science affirms. 


After Judge Morgan had sentenced 


Lady Jane Grey to death his con- 
science troubled him so much for the 
deed that he became insane, and all 
through his insanity he kept saying: 
"Take her away from me! Lady Jane 
Grey! 
Take her away! Lady Jane 


Grey!" 


It was the voice of conscience. And 


no man ever does anything wrong, 
however great or small, but his con- 
science brings that matter before him 
and at every step of his misbehavior 
it says, "Wrong, wrong!" Sin is a 
leprosy, sin is a paralysis, sin is con- 
sumption, sin 
is pollution, sin 
is 


death. Give it a fair chance, and it 
will swamp you and me, body, mind 
and soul, forever. In this world it 
only gives a faint intimation of its 
virulence. , 


AILMENT OF SIN. 


You see 
a patient in the 
first 


stages of typhoid fever. 
The cheek 


is somewhat flushed, the hands some- 
what hot, preceded by a slight chill, 
"Why," you say, "typhoid fever do«s 
not seem to be much of a disease." 
But wait until the patient has b««n 
•ix weeks under it, and all his ener- 
gies have b*tn wrung out, and he is 
too wtak to lift hit little finger, and 
Us laMUcet tone, then you see the 


Fifth fusileers who were hanging to 
a capsized boat—a boat that had been 
upset by a squall three miles from 
shore. It was in the night, but one 
man swam mightily for the beach, 
guided by the dark mountains that 
lifted their top through the night. He 
came to the beach. 
He found a 


shoreman that consented to go with 
him and save the other men, and they 
put out. It was some time before 
they could find the place where the 
men were, but after awhile they 
heard their cry: "Help, help!" and 
they bore down to them, and they 
saved them and brought them to 
shore. Oh, that this moment our cry 
might be lifted long, loud and shrill, 
till Christ the swimmer shall come 
and take us lest we drop a thousand 
Fathoms undei! 


HELP AT ONCE. 


If you have been much by the wa- 


ter, you know very well that when 
one is in peiil help must come very 
quickly, or it will be of no use. One 
minute may decide everything. Im- 
mediate help the man wants or no 
help at all. Now, that is just the 
sind of relief we want. The case is 
urgent, 
imminent, 
instantaneous. 


See that soul sinking! Son of God, 
ay hold of him. Be quick, be quick! 
Oh, I wish you all understood how 
urgent this gospel is. 


Theie was a man in the navy at 


sea who had been severely whipped 
or bad behavior, and he was mad- 
dened by it, and leaped into the sea, 
•uid no sooner had he leaped into the 
sea than, quick as lightning, an alba- 
icss swooped upon him. The drown- 
ng man, brought to his senses, 
seized hold of the albatross and held 
on. The fluttering of the bird kept 
lim on the wave until relief could 
come. Would now that the dove of 
Jod's convicting, converting and 
saving spirit might flash from the 
.hrone upon youi soul, and that you, 
aking hold of its potent wing, might 
ive and live forever! 


The world has had strong swim- 


ners beside the one of the text; per- 
inps the greatest 
among 
them, 


Matthew Webb, of the British mer- 
cantile marine service. 
He leaped 


fiom the deck of the Russia, the Cu- 
nard steamer, to save the life of a 
sailor who had fallen oveiboard. No 
wonder the passengers subscribed for 
him a large reward and the Boyal 
Humane society of London decorated 


with honors. A mighty swim- 


on the sea, and so deep down in the 
waves, and so far out from the shore, 
that nothing short of an entire God 
could save us. Christ leaped out for 
our rescue, saying: "Lo! I come to 
do thy will," and all the surges of 
human 
and 
satanic 
hate 
beat 


against Him, and those who watched 
Him 
from the 
gates of 
Heaven 


feared He would go down under the 
wave, and instead of saving others 
would Hmself 
peish; but, putting 


His breast to the foam, and shaking 
the surf from His locks, He came on 
and on, until He is now within the 
reach of every one heie. 
Eye om- 


niscient, heart infinite, arm omnipo- 
tent! Mighty to save, even unto the 
uttermost. 


Oh it was not half a God that 


trampled down bellowing Gennesa- 
ret. It was not a quarter of a God 
that mastered the demons of Gardara. 
It was not twothirds of a God that 
lifted up Lazarus into the arms of his 
ovei joyed sisters. It was not a frag- 
ment of a God who offered pardon 
and peace to all the race. No. This 
mighty swimmer threw His gran- 
deur, His glory, His might. His wis- 


dom, 
His omnipotence and His eter- 


nity into this one act. It took both 
hands of God to save us—both feet. 
How do I prove it? On the cross were 
not both hands nailed? On the cross 
not both feet spiked P His entire na- 
ture involved in our redemption! 


EFFORTS AT RESCUE. 


If you have lived much by the wa- 


ter you notice also that if any one is 
going out to the rescue of the drown- 
ing he must be independent, self-re- 
liant, able to go alone. There may be 
a time when he must spring out to 
save one, and he cannot get a life- 
boat, and if he does get out and has 
not strength enough to bear himself 
up, he will sink, and instead of drag- 
ging one corpse out of the billows 
you will have two to drag out. 


When Christ sprang out into the 


sea to deliver us He had no life-buoy. 
His Father did not help Him. Alone 
in 
the wine pi ess! Alone on the 


mountain' Alone in the "sea! Oh, if 
He saves us He shall have all the 
credit, for "there was none to help 
No oar! No wing! No ladder! When 
Nathaniel Lyon fell in the battle 
chaige in front of his troops he had a 
whole army to cheer him. 
When 


Marshal Ney sprang into the con- 
test and plunged in the spurs till the 
horse's flanks spurted 
blood, all 


France applauded him. But Jesus 
alone! "Of the people there was none 
to help." "All forsook Him and fled 
Oh, it was not a flotilla that sailed 
down and saved us. 
It was not 


cluster of gondolas that came over 
the wave. It was one Person inde- 
pendent and alone, "spieading out 
His hands among us as a swimmer 
spreadeth forth his hands to swim 


Behold, then, the spectacle of a 


drowning soul and Christ the swim- 
mer. I believe it was in 1848, when 
there were six English soldiers of the 
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No. 66. A Gentleman's Pocket Knife. 


own arm and foot pushing through 
the waters from Blackwall pier to 
Gravesend pier, eighteen miles, and 
from Dover to Calais, thirty-nine 
miles, where he crossed, yet he was 
drowned at last in our Niagara's 
whirlpool. But the strong swimmer 
of my text put out alone to swim i 
wrathier sea and for vaster distance, 
even from world to world, to save us 
who were swamped in guilt and woe, 
and brought us to the shore of safety, 
although He at last went down into 
the whirlpool of human and satanic 
rage. "He descended into hell!" 


SAVING OF SOULS. 


When you are saving a man in the 


water, you do not want to come up by 
lis face; you want to come up by his 
jack. You do not want him to hold 
you while you take hold of him. 


But, 
blessed be God! Jesus Christ is 


so stiong a swimmer He comes not to 
our back, but to our face, and He 
asks us to throw around Him the 
arms of our love, and then promises 
to take us to the beach; and He will 
do it. 
Do not trust that plank of 


good works. Do not trust that shiv- 
ered spar of your own righteousness. 
Christ only can give you safe trans- 
portation. Turn your face upon Him. 
as the dying martyr did in olden 
times, when he cried: '-None but 
Christ! 
None but Christ!" 
Jesus 


has taken millions to the land, and 
He is willing to take you there. Oh, 
what hardness to thrust Him back, 
when He has been swimming all the 
way from the throne of God, where 
you are now, and is ready to swim all 
the way back again, taking your re- 
deemed spirit. 


I have sometimes thought what a 


spectacle the ocean bed will present 
when in the last day the water is all 
drawn off. 
It will be a line of wreck' 


from bea,ch to beach. There is where 
the harpooners went down. There is 
where the line of battle ships went 
down. There is where the merchant 
men went down. There is where the 
steamers went down—a long line of 
wrecks from beach to beach. What a 
spectacle in the last day, when the 
water is drawn off! But, oh, how 
much more solemn, if we had an eye 
to see the spiritual wrecks and the 
places where they foundered. 
You 


would find thousands along our roads 
and streets. Christ came down in 
their awful catastrophe, putting out 
for their souls, "spreading forth His 
hands as a swimmer spreadeth forth 
his hands to swim;" but they thrust 
Him in the sore heart and they smote 
His fair cheek and the storm and the 
darkness swallowed them up. I ask 
you to lay hold of this Christ and lay 
hold of Him now. You will sink 
without Him. From horizon to hori- 
zon not one sail in sight. Only one 
strong swimmer with head flung 
back and arms outspread.

have, through the advice of designing 
people, relied on their supposed rights 
under treaties with the government to 
continue their tribal relations. In na- 
tional politics General Porter is a Dem- 
ocrat, and this fact was used against 
him by one of his opponents, who is a 
Republican and an ex-federal soldier. 


It Is predicted that under Porter's 


leadership the Creek nation will take 
tirst place among the five civilized 
tribes and that Muscogee, its principal 
town, will soon be a city of 10,000. 


Chief Porter gets his title "General" 


from having been war chief of his na- 
tion. He is a half breed. He Is 49 years 
old. He received his schooling in the 
public educational institutions of the 
Creek nation, aud learned statesman- 
ship at Washington, lie has been mar- 
ried twice. 
Both wives had mixed 


blood. They are. dead. The general 
has two daughteri! and one sou. He 
is now iu the prime of his life, as hale 
and strong as when he hunted on the 
prairies of the Creek country in his 
youthful days. He is above six feet in 
height aud weighs close to '200 pounds. 
The general's daughters arc beautiful 
young women, refined and talented. 


The general comes from a fighting 


.family. 
His grandfather was a cap- 


tain iu the I'niled States army, sta- 
tioned at Fort Smith, Ark., who re- 
signed aud joined the Creeks because 
another captain was promoted ahead 
of him, unjustly, through political in- 
fluence. 


The captain married an Indian and 


held high positions In the nation. The 
general's father was a member of the 
legislative body of the nation. 
The 


general was born on the homestead 
near Eufala, where he still lives. 


When the war was over Porter re- 


turned to .the farm near Eufala and 
went back to plowing. He was elected 
to represent his district In the Creek 
legislative body, which corresponds to 
our lower house of congress. He be-1 
came a leader in the Nation the time he 
first appeared In the council chamber. 
He espoused the cause of the more pro- 
gressive element of the nation and soon 
became the acknowledged leader of 
that party. 


General Porter served his time as 


war chief and was then sent to Wash- 
ington as a representative of the 
Creeks. He remained there a number 
of years looking after the interests of 
his nation and attending to the claims 
of Individuals. He in as well posted a* 
any man lu the oonntry on the federal 
laws for the Indian territory. He ac- 
quired great wealth from his farm nnd 1 
cattle Industry and through bis work 
at th* 1*1*1 npreientatlTe of Indl- 
ridutl OtMtv twtora tfct national gov-

repoits on divorces, from the various 
counties of the state. Foimer leports 
have been incomplete. 
The table 


shows that 3,483 divorces were 
granted in the state in the course of 
the last fiscal year, ending June 30, i 
1809. 
The grounds foi the applica- 


tion for divorces aie varied. 
Cruel 


treatment is the most frequent com- 
plaint—906 divorces were granted 
for this reason alone in the year. 
Abandonment comes next in 
fre- 


quency—693 persons having been le- 
gally separated from each othfi- on 
this complaint 
A third leason is a 


failure on the part of husbands to 
provide suffiriently for the support of 
their wives—407 divorces having 
been given by th^ courts for this 
cause. Diunkenness wns the cause of 
separation in 325 cases of divorce, 
adultery in 269 cases, and criminal 
conviction in 33 cases. 


Some counties are more productive 


of 
divorce than 
others. 
Marion 


county, on account of its population, 
perhaps, leads. 
The courts in this 


county granted 575 divorces in the 
year. 
Madison county comes next, 


having granted 142 divorces in the 
same period. Vigo, Vanderburg and 
Allen counties follow as next in num- 
ber. 
Fayette is a domestic and peace- 


ful county having granted only one 
divorce in the course of the year, aurl 
Scott, Ohio and Orange have almost 
as good records, th°ir courts having 
given only two, three and four di- 
vorcts, lespectively. to theii 
resi- 


dents within the year. 


WIVES GET MOST DIVORCES. 
In Marion county. 410 of the 575 


divorces gianted \vera given to wives, 
and 105 went to husbands. 
In the 


state at lirge, 2,508 divorces were 
given to wives and 962 to husbands.

10 pei rT.t. of the marriage licsnses 
issued The county clerks of the state 
issued S5,051 marriage licenses dur- 
ing the year, for which the reports 
are t',iven.

of licenses issued is Clark, which 
issued 1,382. This is the county in 
which so many eloping couplrs from 
Kentucky are married. 
The next 


county in number of marriages is 
Allen, in which Fort Wayne is locat- 
ed. where 598 licenses were given to 
couples who desired to wed. 


The county in which fewest li- 


censes were issued is Union county, 
where only 43 marriages were re- 
coideu in the year. 
Other counties 


following this record closely are Ohio 
county, with 47 licenses; Newton 
county, having issued 65 licenses, 
and Scott county, where there were 
only 97 marriages in the period re- 
ported.

Dr. Carl Proegler, secretary of the 


county board of health, has ordered 
the Kinnerk school in Pleasant town- 
ship, closed on account of a threat- 
ened epidemic of diphtheria in the 
vicinity of the school. Six cases have 
been reported and every one of the 
children 
attended 
the 
Kinnerk 


school. It is feared that all the 
scholars have been exposed to the 
disease, and more cases are looked 
for. 
A rigid quarantine has 
been 


placed on the homes of the children 
who are now ill. 


This 
threatened 
epidemic, Dr. 


Proegler believes, might have been 
avoided had Dr. Lipes, who was call- 
ed to treat the first case, made a 
proper diagnosis and placed quaran- 
tine on the case at once. It is stated 
that neighbors' were allowed to visit 
the chid and even examine its throat. 
Finally, Dr. Lipes came to the city 
and arranged with Dr. H. V. Swer- 
ingen to make an examination and 
inject anti-toxin, but before the latter 
could make the trip the little one 
had died. 


Friday a family living 
in 
the 


neighborhood drove to the city. One 
of three children was complaining of 
a sore throat and a physician was 
consulted. He made an examination 
and found the child suffering an at- 
tack of virulent diphtheria. He in- 
jected anti-toxin, and gave 
to the 


other children a preventative and the 
parents drove back to their home 
with the thiee children, the one suf- 
fering intensely with the terrible dis- 
ease. 
The parents were not 
alto- 


gether to blame, although it must be 
admitted they were not as careful as 
they should have been. Still, had the 
first case in the neighborhood been 
reported an.d proper quarantine es- 
tablished the children of this family 
would not have been brought to this 
city, as the parents would have at 
least suspected that their little one 
was suffering with diphtheria. 


Health Agent Brokaw, represent- 


ing Secreatry Proegler, Friday even- 
ing filed an affidavit 
against Dr. 


Lipes, charging him with violating 
the law which compels physicians to 
report to the health authorities all 
cases of contagious diseases. 'Squire 
France issued a warrant and Con- 
stable Ford went to the country this 
morning to arrest the doctor, who is 
having a hearing this afternoon. 


The city health officers are prepared 


to meet any threatened epidemic and 
will establish the strictest 
quaran- 


tine on the first case that develops. 
They do not anticipate that there 
has been any exposure to the disease, 
but nevertheless they have prepared 
to meet it without delay should an 
epidemic threaten.

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seeing many faces that represented scorn 
of creeds, hatred of the social order, 
desperate narrowness and selfishnese, 
marvetaMhnt even Bo socn, under the 
influence of- the wttlntnrnt life, the 
softening process had begun to lessen 
the bitterness of henrts, many of which 
had grown bitter from neglect and in- 
difference. 


And still, in spite of the ontward 


ehow of respect of the speaker, no one, 
not even the bishop, had any true con- 
ception of the pent np feeling in that 
room that night. Among the men who 
had heard of the meeting and had re- 
sponded to the invitation were 30 or 80 
ont of work, who had strolled past the 
settlement that afternoon, read the no- 
tice of the meeting and had come in 
ont of cttriosity and to escape the chill 
cast wind. It was a bitter night, and 
the saloons were full, bnt in that whole 
district of over 30,000 souls, with the 
exception of the saloons, there was not 
a door open to the people except the 
clean, pare, Christian door of the settle- 
ment. Where would a 'Inan withont a 
home or withont work or withont 
friends naturally go nnless to a saloon ? 


It had been the custom at the settle- 


ment for a free and open discussion to 
follow an open meeting of this kind, 
and when Henry Maxwell finished and 
sat down the bishop, who presided to* 
night, rose and made the annoncement 
that any roan in the hall was at liberty 
to ask questions, to speak ont his feel- 
ings or declare his convictions, always 
with the understanding that whoever 
took jiart was tc observe the simple 
rules that governed parliamentary bod- 
ies and obey the three minute rule, 
which, by common consent, would be 
enforced on acconnt of the numbers 
present. 


Instantly a number of voices from 


men who had been at previous meetings 
of this kind exclaimed, "Consent, con- 
sent I" 


The bishop sat down, and immediate- 


ly » man near the middle of the hall 
rose and began to speak. 


"I want to say that what Mr. Max- 


well has said tonight comes pretty close 
to me. I knew Jack Manning, the fel- 
low he toM about, who died at his 
house. I worked on next case to his in 
a printer's shop in Philadelphia for two 
years. Jack wae a good fellow. He lent 
me $5 once when I was in a hole, and 
I never got a chance to pay it back. He 
moved to New York, owing to a change 
in the management of the office that 
threw him out, and I never saw him 
again. 
When the linotype machine 


came in, I was one of the men to go 
out, just as he did. I have been out 
»iost of the time since. They say in 
ventions are a good thing. I won't al- 
ways see it myself, but I suppose I'm 
prejudiced. A man naturally is when 
he loses a steady job becanse a machine 
takes his place. About this Christianity 
he tells about, it's all right,, but I never 
expect to see a'ny snch sacrifice on the 
part of church people. So far as my ob- 
servation goes, they're just as selfish 
and as greedy for money or worldly 
success as anybody. I except the bishop 
and Dr. Bruce and a few others, but 1 
never found much difference between 
men of the world, as they're called, and 
church members when it came to busi- 
ness and money making. One class is 
jnst as bad as another there." 


Cries of "That'sso!" "You're right!" 


"Of course 1" interrupted the speaker, 
and the minute he sat down two men 
who were on their feet for several sec- 
onds before the first speaker was through 
began to talk at once. 


The bishup called them to order and 


indicated which was entitled to the 
floor. The man who remained standing 
began eagerly: 


"This is the first time I was ever in 


here, and maybe it'll be the last. Fact 
is, I'm about at the end of my string. 
I've tramped this city for work until 
I'm sick. I'm in plenty of company. 
Bay, I'd like to ask a question of the 
minister if it's fair 
May I?" 


"That's for Mr. Maxwell to say," 


said the bishop. 


"By all means," 


well quickly. "Of 


replied Mr, Max- 
course I will not 


promise .to answer it to the gentleman's 
satisfaction." 


"This is my question." The man 


leaned forwerd and stretched out a long 
arm, with a certain dramatic force that 
grew naturally enough out of his con- 
dition as a human being. "I want to 
know what Jesus would do in my case? 
I haven't had a stroke of work for two 
months. I've got a wife and three chil- 
dren, and I love them as much as if I 
was worth a million dollars. I've been 
living off a little earnings I saved np 
during the World's fair jobs I got. I'm 
a carpenter by 'trade, and I've tried ev- 
ery way I know to get a job. You say 
we onght to take for onr motto, 'What 
would Jesus do?' What would he do if 
he was out of work like me? I can't be 
somebody else and ask the question. I 
want to work. I'd give anything to 
grow tired of working ten honrs a day 
the way I used to 
Am I to blame be- 


canse I can't manufacture a job for my- 
self? I've got to live and my wife and 
my children. But how ? What would 
Jesus do? You say that's the question 
we all onght to ask." 


Henry Maxwell sat there staring at 


the great sea of faces all intent on bis. 
and no ansver to this man's question 
seemed, for the time l«ing, to be possi- 
ble. "0 God'"bis heart prayed. "This 
is a question that brings np the entire 
social problem in all its perplexing en- 
tanglement of human wrongs and it? 
present condition, contrary to every de 
sire of Goo for a human being's wel- 
fare. Is therj any condition more nwfn) 
than fora man in good health, able and 
pager to won, with no means of honest 
livelihood unless he does work, actually 
nnable to get anything to do and driven 
to one of three things—begging for 
charity at the hands of friends or 
rtwrigerg or suicide or starvation1 
What would Jesus do? It was a fail 
question for the man to ask. It was tht 
only qfteetion he could auk, supposing 
him to & *4ittitl*of Christ, bnt what

All this and more did Henrr Maxwell 


ponder All the others wore thinking in 
the same way. The bishop sat there 
wiih a look *c> stern and sad that it waa 
fiot hard to tell how th^ question moved 
hint Dr Bruce had his head bowed. 
The human pioblem had never seemed 
to him so tragic as since ho had taken 
the pledge and left his church to enter 
the settlement 
What would Jesus do? 


It was a terrible question, and still the 
man stood there, tall :ind gaunt and al- 
most terrible, with his arm stretched 
out in an appeal which grew every sec- 
ond in meaning. 


At length Mr. Maxwell spoke; 
"Is there any man in the room who 


is a Christian disciple who has been in 
this condition and has tried to do as 
Jesns would do V If so, such a man can 
answer hia question better than I can." 


There was a moment's hnsh over the 


room, and (hen a man near the front of 
the hall slowly rose. He was an old 
man, and the hand ho laid on the back 
of the bench in front of him trembled 
as he spoke, 


"I think I can safely say that I hpve 


many times boon in jnst such a condi- 
tion and have always tried to be a 
Christian under all conditions. I don't 
know that I have always asked this 
question, 'What would Jesns do V when 
I have been out of work, but I do know 
t have tried to be his disciple at a!l 
times. Yes " the man went on, with a 
sad smile that was more pathetic to tbe 
bii-hop and 5lr Maxwell than the young 
man's grim despair—"yes, I have bog- 
god, and I have been to the charity or- 
ganizations, unrt I have done every- 
thing when out of a job. except steal 
and HP, in order to get food and fuel. I 
don't know that Jesns wonld have done 
some of the things I have been obliged 
to do for u living, hut I know I have 
nevr knowingly done wrong when out 
of work. Sometimes I think maybe he 
would have starved sooner than beg 
I 


don't know " 


Tho old man's voice trembled, and he 


looked around the room timidly 
A si- 


lence followed, broken by a fierce voice 
from a la.'ge, black haired, heavily 
bearded man who sat three seats from 
the bishop. The minute he spoke nearly 
every man in the hall leaned forward 
eagerly 
Tho man who had asked the 


question, "What would Jrsus do in my 
case?" slowly sat down and asked the 
man next to him, "Who's that?" 


"That's C'arlwn. the socialistic lead- 


er. Now you'll hear something." 


"This is all bosh, to my mind." be- 


gan Carlson, while his great, bristling 
beard shook with the deep, inward 
anger of the man 
"The whole of onr 


system is at fault. 
What we call civi- 


lization is rotten to the core. There is 
no use trying to hide it or covor it np 
We live in an age of trusts and com- 
bines and,capitalistic greed that means 
simply death to thonrands of innocent 
men. women and children. 
I thank 


God, if theie is a God, which I very 
much doubt, that I, for one. have never 
dared to marry and try to l.ave a home 
Home I Talk of hell I Is there any big- 
ger than the one this man with his 
three children lias on his hands right 
this minute 1 And he's only one out of 
thousands, and yet this city and every 
other big city in this country has its 
thousands of professed Christians who 
have all the luxuries and comforts and 
who go to church Sundays and sing 
their hymns about giving all to Jesus 
and bearing ihp cross and following him 
all the way and being saved! I don't 
say that there aren't some good men 
and women among them, bnt let the 
minister who has spoken to us here to- 
night go into any one of a dozen aris- 
tocratic churches I could name and pro- 
pose to the members to take any such 
pledge as the one he's proposed here and 
see how quick the people would laugh 
at him for a fool or a crank or a fanatic. 
Oh.no! That's not the remedy. That 
can't ever amount to anything. We've 
got to have a new start in the way of 
government. The whole thing needs re- 
constructing. I don't look for any re- 
form worth anything to come out of 
the churches. They are not with the 
people. Thpy are with the aristocrats, 
with the men of money. The trusts and 
monopolies have their greatest men in 
the churches. The ministers as a class 
are thnir slaves. What we need is a 
system that shall start from the com- 
mon basis of socialism founded on the 
rights of tbe common people"— 


Carlsen had evidently forgotten all 


about the three minute rule and was 
launching himself into a regular ora- 
tion that meant, in his usual surround- 
ings, before his usual audience, an hour 
at least, when the man just behind him 
pulled him down unceremoniously and 
rose. Carlsen was angry at first and 
threatened a little disturbance, but the 
bishop reminded him of the rule, and 
he subsided, with several mntterings 
in his beard, while the next speaker be- 
gan with a very strong eulogy on the 
value of the single tax as a genuine 
remedy for all the social ills. He was 
followed by a man who made a bitter 
attack on the churches nnd ministers 
and declared that the two great obsta- 
cles in the way of all true reform were 
the courts and the ecclesiastical ma- 
chines. 


When he sat down, a man who bore 


every mark of being a street laborer 
sprang to his feet and poured ont a per- 
fect torrent of abuse against the corpor- 
ations, especially the railroads. The 
minute his time was up a big. brawny 
fellow who said he was a metal worker 
by trade claimed the floor and declared 
that the remedy for the social wrongs 
was trades unionism. This, he said, 
wonld bring on the millennium for la- 
bor more than anything else The next 
man endeavored to give some roasons 
why eo many persons were out of em- 
ployment and condemned inventions a* 
the works r.f the devil. He was loudly 
applauded by the rest of the company. 


Finally the bishop called time on th? 


"free for all" and asked Rachel to sing

When she began 
to sinpt tonight at this settlement meet- 
ing, she had never prayed more deeply 
for results to come from her voice—the 
voice which she now regarded as the 
Master's, to be used for him. 


Certainly her prayer was being an- 


swered as she sang. She had chosen the 
words: 


Hark, the voice of Jems ctlllvf, 
Follow me, follow me! 


Again Henry Maxwell, sitting there, 


was reminded of his iirst night at the 
Rectangle in the tent when Rachel sang 
the people into quiet. The effect was 
the same here. What wonderful power 
a goOfl voice consecrated to the Master's 
service always is! Rachel's great nat- 
ural ability would have made her one 
of the foremost opera singers of the ago. 
Surely this audience had never before 
heard such melody. How could it ? The 
men who had drifted in from the street 
sat entranced by a voice which "back 
in the world" never could be heard by 
the common people because the owner 
of it wonld charge $2 or $3 for the 
privilege. Tho song poured out through 
the hall as free and glad as if it were a 
foretaste of salvation itself. 


Carlsen, with his great black bearded 


faop. absorbed the music with the deep 
love of it peculiar to his nationality, 
and a tear ran over his cheek and glis- 
tened in his beard as his face softened 
and became almost noble in its aspect. 
The man ort of work who had wantr 1 
to know what Jesus would do in hi 
pi ice sat wi Hi grimy hand on the back 
of the bench in front of him, with his 
mouth partly open, his great tragedy 
for the moment forgotten 
The sonq 


while it lasted was food and work and 
warmth and union with his wife ami 
babies once more. The man who ha<3 
spoken so fiercely against the churches 
and the ministers sat with his heac 
erect at first, with a look of stolid re- 
sistance, as if be stubbornly resentei 
tbe introduction into the exercises of 
anything that was even remotely con 
nectpd with the church or its form ol 
worship, but gradually he yielded to 
the power that was swaying the hearts 
of all the persons in that room, and a 
look of sad thoughtfnlness crept over 
his face 


The bishop said to himself that night 


while Rachel was singing that if the 
world of sinful, diseased, depraved, los 
humanity could only have the gospel 
preached to it by consecrated prima 
donnas and professional tenors and altos 
and bassos he believed it would hasten 
the coming of the kingdom quicker 
than any other one force. "Why, oh, 
why, "he < ried in his heart as lie lis- 
tened, "has the world's great treasure in 
song been EO often held far from tho 
poor becanse the personal possessor of 
voice or fingers capable of stirring di- 
vinest melody has so often regarded the 
gift as something with which to make 
money? Shall there be no martyrs 
among tho gifted ones of the earth? 
Shall there be no giving of this great 
gift as well as of others?" 


And Henry Maxwell again, as before, 


called up' that other ajadience at thn 
Rectangle, with increasing longing for 
a larger spread of the new discipleship 
What he had seen and heard at the set- 
tlement burned into him deeper the be- 
lief that the problem of the city would 
be solved if the Christians in it should 
once follow Josns as he gave command- 
ment. But what of this great mass of 
humanity, neglected and sinful, the 
very kind of humanity the Saviour 
came to save, with all its mistakes and 
narrowness, its wretchedness and loss 
of hope—above all, its unqualified bit- 
terness toward the church ? That was 
what smote Henry Maxwell deepest 


Was the church, then, so far from the 


Master that the people no longer found 
him in the church? Was it true that 
the church had lost its power over the 
very kind of humanity which in the 
early ages of Christianity it reached in 
the greatest numbers? How much was 
true in what the socialist leader said 
about the usclessness of looking to the 
church for reform or redemption be- 
cause of the selfishness and seclusion 
and aristocracy of its. members? 


He was more ana more impressed 


with th» appalling fact that the com 
paratively few men in the hall, now 
being held quiet for awhile by Rachel's 
voice, represented thousands of others 
just like them, to whom a church and 
a minister stood for less than a saloon 
or a beer garden as a source of comfort 
or happiness. Ought it to be so ? If the 
church members were all doing as Jesus 
would do, could it remain true that 
armies of men would walk tho streets 
for jobs and hundreds of them curse 
the church and thousands of them find 
in the saloon their best friend? How 
far were the Christians responsible for 
this human problem that was personally 
illustrated right in this hall tonight? 
Was it trne that the great city churches 
would, as a rule, refuse to walk in Je- 
sus' steps so closely as to suffer, actual- 
ly suffer, for his sake ? 


Henry Maxwell kept asking thisqnes 


thn even after Rachel bad finished sing 
ing and the meeting had come to an 
end, after a Social gathering which was 
very informal. He asked it while the 
little company of residents, with the 
Raymond visitors, were having a devo- 
tional service, as the1 custom in the set- 
tlement was. He asked it during a con 
ference with the bishop and Dr. Brace 
which lasted until 1 o'clock. He asked 
it as lie kneeled again before sleeping 
and poured out his sonl in his petition 
for spiritual baptism on the church in 
America sneli as it had never known 
He asked it (he first thing in the morn 
ing and all through the day as he went 
over the settlement district and saw tlit 
life of the people so far removed fron 
the life abumlantly, Would the churcl 
members, would the Christians, not 
only in the churches of Chicago, bu 
throughout the country, refuse to wall 
in his stejw if. jn order to do so. thry 
must nrtnnllT take np a cross nnd f.il 
low him? 


This waa the one question that con 


Usually demanded aMWtr. 
He k*4 


ilanned, when he came to the city, to 
etnru to Raymond and be in his own 
ralpit on Sunday, but Friday morning 
le had received at the settlement a call 
'rom the pastor of one of the largest 
'hurches in Chicago and had been in- 
rited to fill the pulpit for both morning 
and evening services. 


At first ho hesitatpd, bnt finally ac- 


cepted, seeing in it tho hand of the 
Spirit's guiding power. Ho would test 
lis own question. He would prove the 
truth or falsity of the charge made 
against the church at tho settlement 
meeting. How far would it go in its 
self denial for Jesus' sake ? How close 
wonld it walk in his steps? Was the 
church willing to suffer for its Master ? 


Saturday night he spent in prayer 


nearly the whole night There had nev- 
er been so great a wrestling in his soul, 
even during his strongest experiences 
in Raymond. He had, in fact, entered 
upon n new experience. The definition 
of his own discipleship was receiving 
an added test at this time, and he was 
being led into a larger truth of his 
Lord. 


The great church was filled to its ut 


most. Henry Maxwell, coming into the 
pulpit from that all night vigil, felt the 
pressure of a great curiosity on the part 
of the people. They had heard of the 
Raymond movement, as all tho churches 
had, and the recent action of Dr. Bruce 
had added to the general interest in the 
pledge. Wiih this curiosity was some- 
thing deeper, more serious. Mr. Max- 
well felt that also, and in the knowledge 
thatthp Spirit's presence was his living 
strength IIP brought his message and 
gave it to the church that day. 


He had never been wl.at would be 


called a great preacher. He had not the 
force or the quality that makes remark 
able preachers. 
But over since he hac 


promised to do as Jesns would do he 
had grown in a certain quality of per 
suasiveness that had all tbe essentials ol 
true eloquence. This morning the peo 
pie felt the complete sincerity and 1m 
mility of a man who had gone deep into 
the heart of a great truth. After tell 
ing briefly of some results in his own 
church in Raymond since the pledge 
was taken he went on to ask the ques 
tioii he had been asking since the settle 
inent meeting. He had taken for hi 
theme the story of the young man whi 
came to Jesus asking what he must d< 
to obtain eternal life. Jesus had testec 
him: 
"Sell all that thon hast and giv 


to the poor, and thou shalt have treasur. 
n heaven. And, come; follow me.' 
But the young man was not willing t 
suffer to that extent. If following Jesu 
meant suffering in that way, he wa 
not willing. Ho wonld like to follow 
Testis, but not if he had to give np s 
much. 


Is it true," continued Henry Max- 


well, and his fine, thoughtful face 
glowed with a pats-ion of appeal that 
stirred the people as they had seldom 
been stirred—' 'is it true that the church 
of today, tho church that is called after 
Christ's own name, would refuse to 
follow Jesus at tho expense of suffering, 
of physical loss, ot temporary gain? 
The statement was made at a large 
gathering in tho t-rttlement last week 
by a leader of workingmen that it was 
hopeless to look to the church for any 
reform or redemption of society. On 
what was that stitement based ? Plain- 
ly on the assumption that the church 
contained for the most part men and 
women who thought more of their own 
ease and luxury than of the sufferings 
and needs and fcius of humanity. How 
far was that true? Are the Christians 
of America ready to have their disciple- 
ship tested? How about the men who 
possess large wealth ? Are they ready to 
take that wealth and use it as Jesns 
would? How abont tho men and women 
of great talent ? Are they ready to con- 
secrate that talent to humanity, as Jesus 
undoubtedly would do? 


"Is it not true that the call has come 


in this age for a new exhibition of dis- 
cipleship, Christian discipleship? You 
who live in this great, sinful city must 
know that better than I do. Is it 
We you can go your ways careless or 
thoughtless of tho awful condition of 
men and women and children who are 
dying, body and soul, for Christian 
help? Is it not a matter of concern to 
yon personally that tbe saloon kills its 
thousands more surely than war ? Is it 
not a matter of personal suffering in 
some form for you that thousands of 
ablebodied, willing men tramp the 
streets cf this city and all cities crying 
for work and drifting into crime and 
suicide because they cannot find it ? Can 
you say that this is none of your busi 
ness? Let each man look after himself 1 
Wonld it not bo true, think you, that 
if every Christian in America did as 
Jesus would do society itself, the busi- 
ness world—yes, the very political sys- 
tem under which our commercial and 
governmental activity is carried on— 
would be so changed that human suffer 
ing would be reduced to a minimum ? 


"What would bo the result if all the 


church members of this city tried to do 
as Jesus would do? It is not possible to 
say in detail what the effect would be, 
but it is easy to say, and it is true, that 
instantly the human problem would be- 
gin to find an adequate answer. 


"What is the test of Christian disci- 


pleship? Isit notthesameas in Christ' 
own lifetime ? Have our surroundings 
modified or changed the test? If Jesus 
were here today, would he not call some 
of the members of this very church to 
do just wbht he commanded the young 
man and ask him to give up his wealth 
and literally follow him ? I believe he 
would do that if he felt certain that 
any church member thought more of 
his possessions than of his Saviour The 
test would be tho same today as then 
I believe Jesus vonld demand, he doe« 
demand no-.v, «s close a following, ns 
much suffering, as great self denial, a* 
when he lived in person on the earth 
and said, 'Except a man reiioniu-cth all 
that he hath, he cannot be my diarize' 
—that is. unless he is willing to du it 
fov my sake he cannot I* im din-iplr 


"Wbht wonM be the result If In thi' 


city every -Jiurch member ghonld begin 
to to MJ«M* would tot It tent* way 


to go into details of the result, but we 
all Inow that certain things wonld be 
mpossible that are now practiced by 
.•hnri-h mer.iber«. What would Jesus do 
n thn matter of wealth ? Hew wonld 
10 spend it ? What principle wonld reg- 
ulate his use of money ? Wonld ho be 
ikely to live in great luxury »nd spend 
:en times as much on personal adorn- 
ment and entertainment as he spent to 
relieve the needs of suffering humanity ? 
How wonld Jesus be governed in the 
making of money ? V/ould he take rent- 
als from saloon and other disreputable 
property or even from tenement prop- 
erty that was so constructed that the 
inmates had no snch thing as a home 
and no such possibility as privacy or 
cleanliness? 


What would Jesus do abont the 


great army of unemployed and deeper - 
ato who tramp the streets and curse 
tho church or are indifferent to it, lost 
in the bitter struggle for the bread that 
tastes bitter when it is earned, on ac- 
count of the desperate conflict to get it ? 
Wonld Jesus care nothing for them? 
Wonld he go his way in comparative 
ease and comfort ? Would he say it was 
none of his business? Would he excuse 
himself from all responsibility to remove 
the causes of such a condition ? 


"What would Jesus do in the center 


of a civilization that hurries so fast 
after money that the very girls em- 
ployed in great business houses are not 
paid enough to keep soul and body to- 
gether without fearful temptations, so 
great that scores of them fall and are 
swept over tho great, boiling abyss; 
where the demands of trade sacrifice 
hundreds of lads in a business that ig- 
nores all Christian duties toward them 


the way of education and moral 
in 
training and personal affection ? Wonld 
Jesus if he were hero today, as a part 
of our age and commercial industry, 
feel nothing, do nothing, say nothing, 
in tho face of these facts, which every 
business man knows? 


"What wonld Jesus do? Is not that 


what the disciple ought to do ? Is he 
not commanded to follow in his steps? 
How much is the Christianity of the 
ago suffering for him ? Is it denying it- 
self at tbe cost of ease, comfort, luxury, 
elegance of living? What does the age 
need more than personal sacrifice? Does 
the church do its duty in following 
Jesus when it gives a little money to 
establish missions or relieve extreme 
cases of want ? Is it any sacrifice for a 
man who is worth $10,000,000 simply 
to give $10,000 for some benevolent 
work? Is he not giving something that 
costs him practically nothing, so far as 
any personal pain or suffering goes? Is 
it trne that the Christian disciples to- 
day in most of our churches are living 
soft, easy, selfish lives, very far from 
any sacrifice that can be called sacrifice? 
What would Jesus do"? 


"It is the personal element that 


Christian discipleship needs to empha- 
size. 'The gift without the giver is 
bare.' The Christianity that attempts 
to suffer by proxy is not the Christian- 
ity of Christ. Each individual Chris- 
tian, business man, citizen, needs to 
follow in his steps along the path of 
personal sacrifice for him. There is not 
a different path today from that of 
Jesus' own times. It is the same path. 
The call of this dying century and of 
tbe new one soon to be is called for a 
new disciplesbip, a new fellowship of 
Jes.ns, more liko the early, simple, apos- 
tolic Christianity when the disciples 
left all and literally followed the Mas- 
ter. Nothing but a discipleship of this 
kind can face the destructive selfishness 
of the age with any hope of overcoming 
it. There is a great quantity of nom- 
inal Christianity today. There is need 
of more of the real kind. We need a 
revival of the Christianity of Christ. 
We have, unconsciously, lazily, selfish- 
ly, formally, grown into a discipleship 
that Jesus himself would not acknowl- 
edge. He would say to many of us 
wh;n we cry, 'Lord, Lord,' 'I never 
knew you.' Are we ready to take up 
the cross? Is it possible for this church 
to sing with exact truth- 


"Jesus, I my cross lia\e taken, 
All lo leave and follow thee? 


"If we can sing that truly, then we 


may claim discipleship, but if our defi- 
nition of being a Christian is simply to 
enjoy the privileges of worship, be gen- 
erous at no expense to ourselves, have 
a good, easy time, surrounded by pleas- 
ant friends and by comfortable things, 
live respectably and at the same time 
avoid the world's great stress of sin and 
trouble because it is too much pain to 
bear it—if this is our definition of 
Christianity, surely we are a long way 
from following the steps of him who 
trod the way with groans and tears and 
sobs of anguish for a lost humanity; 
who sweat, as it were, great drops of 
blood; who cried ont on the upreared 
cross, 'My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?' 


"Are we ready to make and live a 


now discipleship ? Are we ready to re- 
consider our definition of a Christian ? 
What is it to be a Christian? It is to 
imitate Jesus. It is to do as he Wonld 
do. It is to walk in his steps." 


When Henry Maxwell finished his 


sermon, he paused and looked at the 
people with a look they never forgot 
and at the moment did not understand. 
Crowded into that fashionable church 
that day were hundreds of men and 
women who had for years lived the 
easy, satisfied life of a nominal Chris- 
tianity. A great silence fell over the 
congregation Through the silence there 


1 came to the consciousness of all the 


sonls there present a knowledge, stran- 
ger to them now fo years, of a Divine 
power Every one xpected the preacher 
to rail for volunteers who would do as 
Jesus would do. but Henry Maxwell 
had been led by the Spirit to deliver 
his message this time and wait for re- 
sults to come. 


He closed the service with a tender 


prayer that kept the Divine presence 
lingering very near every hearer, and 
the people slowly rose to go out. 


Then followed a srene that would 


have been impossible if any mere man 
had been ftloae in his striving for re- 


Men and women in great numbers 


crowded around tho platform to we 
Henry Maxwell and to bring him the 
promise of their consecration to the 
pledge to do as ,1-sus would do. It 
was a voluntary, siwntaneons move- 
ment that broke upon Maxwell's soul 
with a result he conld not measure. Bnt 
had he not been praying for this very 
thing? It was an answer that more, 
than met his desires. 


There followed this movement a 


prayer service that in its impressions 
repeated the Raymond experience. In 
the evening, to Maxwell's intense joy, 
the Endeavor society, almost to a mem- 
ber, came forward, as so many of the 
church members had done in the morn- 
ing, and seriously, solemnly, tenderly, 
took the pledge to do as Jesus wonld 
do. A deep wave of spiritual baptism 
broke over the meeting near its close 
that was indescribable in its tender, 
joyful, sympathetic results. 


That was a remarkable day in the 


history of that church, but even mora 
so in the history of Henry Maxwell. He 
left the meeting very late. H« went to 
his room at the settlement, where he 
was still stopping, and after an hour 
with the bishop and Dr. Bruce, spent in 
a joyful rehearsal of the wonderful 
events of the day, he sat down to think 
over again by himself all the experience 
he was having as a Christian disciple. 


He kneeled to pray, as he always did 


now, before going to sleep, and it was 
while he was on his knees this night 
that be had a waking vision of what 
might be in the world when once the 
new discipleship had made its way into 
the conscience and consciousness of 
Christendom. He was fully conscious of 
being awake, bnt no less certainly did 
it seem to him that he saw certain re- 
sults with great distinctness, partly as 
realities of the future, partly as great 
longings that they might be realities. 
and tins is what Henry Maxwell saw in 
this waking vision • 


He saw himself first going back to the 


First church in Raymond, living there 
in a simpler, more self denying fashion 
than he bad yet been willing to observe, 
because he saw ways in which he could 
help others who were really dependent 
on him for help. He also saw more dim- 
ly that the time wonld come when his 
position as pastor of the church would 
cause him to suffer more, on account of 
growing opposition to his interpretation 
of Jesus and his conduct, but this was 
vaguely outlined. Through it all ho 
heard the words. "My grace is suffi- 
cient for thee." 


Ho saw Rachel Winslow and Virginia 


Page goincc on with their work of serv 
ice at the Rectangle and reaching out 
loving hands of helpfulness far beyond 
the limits of Raymond. Rachel he saw 
married to Rollin Page, both fully con- 
secrated to the Master's use, both fol- 
lowing in bin steps with an eagerness 
intensified and purified by their love 
for each other, and Rachel's voice sang 
on in tbe slums and dark places of de- 
spair und sin and drew lost sonls back 
to God and heaven once more. 


Ho saw President Marsh of the col- 


lege nring his great learning and his 
great influence to purify the city, to 
ennoble its patriotism, to inspire the 
young men and women who loved as 
well as admired him to live lives of 
Christian service, always teaching them 
that education means groat responsibil- 
ity for the weak and the ignorant. Ho 
saw Alexander Powers meeting with 
sore trials in his family life, with a 
constant sorrow in the estrangement of 
wife and friends, but still going his 
way in all honor, seeing and living in 
all his strength the Master, whom he 
had obeyed even unto loss of social dis- 
tinction and wealth. 


He saw Milton Wright, the merchant, 


meeting with great reverses, thrown 
upon the future by a combination of 
circumstances, with vast business in- 
terests involved in ruin, through no 
fault of his own, bnt coming out of all 
his reverses with clean Christian honor, 
to begin and work up to a position 
where he could again be to hundreds of 
young men an example of what Jesus 
wonld be in business. 


He saw Edward Norman, editor of 


The News, by means of the money giv- 
en by Virginia, creating a force in jour- 
nalism that in time came to be recog- 
nized as one of the real factors of the 
nation, to mold its principles and actu- 
ally shape its policy, a daily illustra- 
tion of the might of a Christian press 
and the first of a series of such papers 
begun and carried on by other disciples 
who had also taken the pledge. 


He saw Jasper Chase, who had denied 


his Master, growing into a cold, cynical, 
formal life, writing novels that were 
social successes, but each one with a 
sting in it, the reminder of his denial, 
the bitter remorse that, do what he 
would, no social success could remove. 


He saw Rose Sterling, deppndpnt for 


some years upon her aunt and Felicia, 
finally married to a man far older than 
herself, accepting the burden of a rela- 
tion that had no love in it on her part 
because of her desire to be the wife of a 
rich man nnd enjoy the physical lux- 
uries that were all of life to her. Over 
this life also the vision cast certain 
dark and awful shadows, bnt they were 
not shown to him in detail. 


He saw Felicia nnd Stephen Clyde 


happily married, living a beautiful life 
together, enthusiastic, joyful in snffef• 
ing, pouring out their great, strong, 
fragrant service into the dull, dark, 
terrible places of the great city and re- 
deeming sonls through the personal 
touch of their home, dedicated to the 
human homesickness all abont them. 


He saw Dr Brm-e nnd the bishop go- 


ing on with the settlement work. He 
seenicd to see the great blazing motto 
over th<> door enlarged, "What Would 
Jesus Do?" and the daily answer to 
that question was redeeming the city 
in its greatest need. 


He saw Burns aui his companion 


and a great company of men like them 
redeemed and going in turn to others, 
conquering their paMions by th« Divine 
grace and proving by t'uoir daily live* 
the ronlity of the new birth, eveb in the 
toweat ukl moat 


And now the vision v,-a« troubled. It 


seemed to him that as he kneeled he be- 
gan to pray, and tho vision was more 
of a longing for a future than a reality 
in the future. The church of Jesns in 
«he city and throughout tho country— 
would it follow J^.Uh? Was the move- 
ment begun in Raymond to f^enA itwlf 
in a few churches like Nazareth Avenw 
and the one where he had pwached to- 
day and then die away as a local move- 
ment, a stirring on the surface, but not 
to extend deep and far? He felt with 
agiioy after the vision again. 
He 


thought he saw the church of Jeras ill 
America open its heart to the moving 
of the Spirit and rise to the «acriflce of 
its ease and self satisfaction in tbe 
name of Jesus. He thought he saw the 
moth>, "What Would Jesus Do?" In- 
scrilH'd over every church door and 
written on every church member's 
heart. The vision vanished. It came 
tack clearer than before, and he saw 
the Endeavor societies all over the 
world earning in their great proces- 
sions at hjme mighty convention a ban- 
ner on which was inscribed, "What 
Would Jesns Do?" and be thought in 
the faces of the young men and women 
he saw future joy of suffering, loss, 
self denial, martyrdom, and when this 
part of the vision slowly faded he saw 
the figure of the Son of God beckoning 
to him and to all the other actors in his 
life history. An angel choir somewhere 
was singing. There was a sound as of 
many voices and a shout as of a great 
victory, and the figure of Jesus grew 
more and more splendid. He stood at 
the end of a long flight of steps. "Yes! 
Yes! O my Master, has not the time 
come for tliis dawn of the millennium 
of Christian history? Oh, break npon 
the Christendom of this age with the 
light and the truth! Help ns to follow 
thee all the way!" 


He rose at last with the awe of one 


who has looked at heavenly things. He 
felt the human forces and the human 
sins of the world as never before, and^ 
with a hope that walks hand in hand 
with faith and love, Henry Maxwell, 
disciple of Jesus, laid him down to sleep 
and dreamed of the regeneration of 
Christendom and saw in his dream- a 
church of Jesus "without spot qr wrin- 
kle cr any such thing," following him 
all the way, walking obediently in his 
steps.

NEW SCIENTIFIC NOTES 


ENDURANCE OF GREAT HEAT. 


The Golden Penny says that 
in 


iron foundries, blast furnaces 
and 


steamship boiler rooms the artificial 
heat is so great it drives out the hu- 
midity and the workmen suffer far 
less than is usually supposed. 
In 


the melting room of the mint 
the 


temperature is 106 degrees Fahren- 
heit, in blast furnaces about 115 de- 
grees, and in steamship boiler rooms 
140 degrees. It is said that 118 de- 
grees of heat in a pure, dry air is 
not felt so much as a mixture of 90 
degrees of heat and 80 per cent, of 
humidity. 
Although 
apparently 


paradoxical, the statement is correct 
that people would be cooler sitting 
beside a redhot stove 
than 
they 


would be in the street on any hot 


day. 


RESOURCES OF BRITISH SEAS. 


In a letter to Knowledge, Dr. Peter- 


son, secretary of the British 
Sea 


Anglers' society, says records of the 
fish markets and 
the 
newspapers 


prove conclusively that the fishing 
grounds around the British 
coasts 


are no longer producing the fish food 
supply and are becoming depleted, 
and that British trawlers are now 
busy at the same woik in Icelandic 
and Biscayan waters, 
despite 
the 


strenuous opposition of the coast au- 
thorities. 
This means (1) that an- 


other food stuff has to be brought 
from abroad; (2) that thousands of 
hard-working fisher folk are being 
ruined; (3) that the fishermen-sea- 
men counted upon to help man the 
navy are being reduced in numbers 
by leaps and bounds. 
The cause is 


stated to be the introduction of the 
steam trawler. 
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sails, spars, hatchways, brasses and plays very cleverly the part of the

DUM-DUM BULLETS. 


London, Oct. 28.—The lull in the 


news from Ladysmlth, Natal, which 
was beginning to be regarded as 
ominous, has at length been broken 
by a.Cape Town dispatch, under this 
morning's date, saying: 


"Scouts from Uodderspruit having 


reached the Boers in force on the 
Helpmakaar road, General 
White 


ordered out a strong force of artil- 
lery, mounted infantry and cavalry. 
A small patrol of mounted infantry 
was shelled by the Boers nine miles 
from Ladysmith, and the Boers posi- 
tion was finally located three miles 
beyond Modderspruit. 
The British 


force is now four miles from the' 
Boer*." 


The dispatch does not give the 


date of the above occurance, but It 
must have been since Thursday, 
when the last news arrived from 
Ladjvmlth, so the 
Boer 
advance 


from Dundee southward and from 
Belters Station eastward evidently 
proceeded steadily in the interim 
and the .engagement foreshadowed 
by the above dispatch may already 
have been fought. 


The other news from the front 


doe* not enlighten the situation in 
Natal. Fragmentary details are ar- 
riving of the occupation of Dundee 
by the Boers. 
It Is alleged that 


twenty men of the town guard oc- 
cupied an outpost a couple of miles 
from the town when-a Boer shell 
dislodged them and the men fled to 
it neighboring hill, where three hun- 
dred Boen surrounded 
them and 


(hot the majority. 


The Boers then entered Dundee, 


drugged several civilians out of 
their, houses and pistolled them in 
the streets. 


As a pendent to the above comes 


a story from Cape Town to the ef- 
fect .that several cases of dumdum 
bullets were found by the Boers at 
Dundee, which the British abandon- 
ed in their flight. Some of the Boers 
wanted to. uie the dumdums in the 
next battle, but President Kruger 
vetoed this, saying: 


"No, It must not be so. Whatever 


the British are, we Boers are at least 
human." 


The bullets were then destroyed. 
Further details from 
Buluwayo, 


Rhodesia, show that an armored 
train from there on October 17, sent 
towards Mafeking under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Llewellyn, got 
within seven miles of Lobatsi when 
the British found the railroad badly 
damaged. 
Boers were just visible 


on hills in the vicinity. 


Lobastl has been looted. 
The 


train encountered the Boer's three 
miles south of Crocodile Pools and 
the British opened nre with their 
Maxims and drove the Boers back 
to the hills whence they had ad- 
vanced. 


Besides 
eight men killed,

Boers lost eleven horses.

London. Oct. 28. — A large number 


of British officers killed in the bat- 
tles which, have already taken place 
in Natal have brought out strenuous 
protests from many quarters against 
the ancient custom of British officers 
in refusing to take cover when under 
lire. 
Prom figures at Glencoe it is 


apparent that one out of every four 


n killed xvas an officer, whereas, 


the organization exists upon the 
principle that to every twenty-five 
men there is one officer. It is evident 
that if the same ratio of mortality is 
kept up the British forces will be- 
come seriously un office red. 


Among the enlisted men at Glencoe 


the proportion of killed to wounded 
was thirty out of 1 56. while ten offi- 
cers 
were killed 
to 
twenty-two 


officers wounded. 
, 


The difference in the 
percentage 


leads to the conclusion that many ol 
the officers were hit more than once 
and kept on leading- their men aftei 
the first wound. Emperor William's 
recent criticism of theBritish officers 
refusal to take cover is now frequent- 
ly quoted. 


AN OLD PBINCIPLE. 


The feeling in the army itself is 


that though the regulations do noi 
say the officers must not lie down, ii 
is such an old-established principle 
that it would take ft brave man 'to 
inaugurate n change and the advant- 
age of British soldier "follow wher- 
ever officers leads," is held still to be 
intensely true, for though the offi- 
cers believe the personnel of the army 
!s as good as ever. It hns been thi 
history of Great Britain that the offi- 
cers at the same time maintain thai 
"Tommy Atkins'' needs more lead- 
ing than any man in the world, so 
the spilling of Great Britain's bes 
blood is likely lo continue for the 
present. 


A THRILL OF HORROR. 


The proportion of the casualties as 


a whole have caused a thrill of hor- 
ror and sympathy throughout Greal 
Britain for the people now begin to 
realise what n fight with a civilizet 
rnemy means. Old soldiers point ou 


I that at the Almn, one of the bloodiest 
battles In Great Britain's'annnls, the 


j casualties totaled only 6 per cent. 
wherens. in the recent Boer engage- 
ments, they considerably exceed tha1 


figure. 


General White's strategy and the

warmly praised and it is said at tin 
clubs that Gencrnl Sir Redvers Bul- 
ler will have to hurry up or General 
White will g-ct .1 peerage first. 


General White represents the In- 


dian element in the British army ami 
those who have served in India have 
always maintained that the com- 
mander there had a more importan 
post than the commander-in-chief 
himself. 


As General Lord Roberts was con 


sidered too old for another campaign 
Generals White, Symons and Hun- 
ter were sent ns a sop to the Indian 
faction, for General Buller lias al- 
ways been more or less antagonistic 
to General Roberts nnd his pnrtis- 
ans. 


EUROPEAN INTERVENTION. 
Regarding European intervention, 


Great Britain's preparations to meet 
such nn emergency continue. 


The Journal de Gcnvc publishes a 


dispatch from Constantinople saying 
that Russia intends handing the 
porte a note at an early date demand- 
ing the opening of the Bosphorus 
and Dardanelles. Unless Great Brit- 
ain is a party to such a demand Rus- 
sia's action will probably stir up r 
hornets' nest compared with which 
the Transvaal question will be quite 
insignificant. 


Such reports have a depressing ef- 


fect on consols and in spite of the 
boom Iu South African securities, 
there is considerable uneasiness on 
the stock exchange regarding the 
future action of Russia and France. 
South African 
mine shares are no 


longer referred to as ''Kaffirs.'' They 
are 
now called "British,1' 
while 


South Africa is optimistically de- 
scribed as a mineralized Egypt. 


Russia is reported to be endeavor- 


ing to raise a loan of £20.000,000 i 
Paris, but so far, she has been un- 
successful.

until the arrival of General Buller 
and the army corps permits of real 
>perations for the invasion of the 
:wo republics to commence; second- 
y, on the bravery and daring, both 
'f the officers and men of the British 
army, which has astounded not only 
heir enemies, but the Continental 
neighbors of Great Britain; thirdly, 
on the readines of reservists to re- 
spond to the call to arms and the 
smoothness, success, precision and 
completeness of the 
mobilization, 


which hns equally amazed the Eu- 
ropean critics, who. if they did not 
anticipate a disastrous repetition of 
Crimean history, had not an idea of 
the immense improvement mnde in 
;he organization of the commissariat 
and fighting machinery. 


The Spectator says: 
"If we could only bring the mili- 


tia up to the army level of disci- 
pline we should be safe beyond any 
conceiveable danger. It cannot any 
longer be contended either that edu- 
cation and examinations 
take the 


pluck nnd daring out of either offi- 
cers or men,1'

'ere assured by Mr. Chamberlain 
that we had no designs on their 
dependence, are informed that they 
are already regarded as citizens of 
our empire."' 


The Chronicle adds:

Chief Porlor gets his title "General" 


from having been war cbief of his ua- 
Uoti. lie la a half breed. lie Is -JO years 
old. 
He received bis schooling in the 


public eduL-ational institutions of the 
Creek nation, and learned statesman- 
ship at Washington. He has been mar- 
ried twice. 
Both wives had mixed 


blood. They are dead. The general 
lias two daughtera ami one son. lie 
is now In the prime of bis life, as bale 
and strong as whon he hunted on the 
prairies of the .Creek country in his 
youthful days. He is above six feet 111 
height ami weighs close lo ^00 pouuda. 
The general's daughters are beautiful 
young women, refined nnd talented. 


The general comes from a fighting 


.family. 
His grandfather was a cap- 


tain iu the United States army, sta- 
tioned nt fort Smith, Ark., who re- 
signed and joined the Creeks because 
another captain was promoted ahead 
of him, unjustly, through, political in- 
fluence. 


The captain married an Indian and 


held lilgb positions in the nation. The 
general's father was a member of the 
legislative body of the nation. 
The 


general was born on the homestead, 
near Eufnla, where he still lives. 


When the war was over Porter re- 


turned to ,the, farm near Eufala nnd 
went back to plowing. He was elected 
to represent his district in the Creek 
legislative body, which corresponds to 
our lower bouse of congress. He be- 
came a leader in the Nation 1 he. time be 
first appeared In the council chamber. 
He espoused the cause of the, more pro- 
gressive clement of the nation and soon 
became the acknowledged leader of 
thnt party. 


General Porter served his time as 


war chief and was then sent to .Wash- 
ington as a representative of the 
Creeks. He remained there a number 
of years looking after the interests of 
bis nation nnd attending to the claims 
of Individuals. He Is as well posted na 
any man In the country on tlic federal 
laws for the Indian territory. He ac- 
quired great wealth from his farm and 
cattle Industry and through his work 
as the legal representative of Indi- 
vidual CrMlu before the national gov- 
ernment

IDE HIGHER CRITICISM. 


PROF. SAYCE, GREAT ARCHAEOLOGIST AT OXFORD, SAYS 


THE CRITICS ARE WRONG. 


[Kt'gillnr OirrespoiiilPiilw. 1 
London, Oct. 17.—'.'Higher criti- 


cism is wrong. 
The higher critics 


of the Bible are engaged in hair-split- 
ting trivialities and are pursuing 
false methods. 


"The old view of the old book is 


correct,' except regarding the book of 
. Daniel, which is composed 
of ' le 


geuds." 


This is the stirrirng statement 


mad* to the world by Prof. A. H. 
Saypi', the greatest living archaeolog- 
ical explorer and professor of Assyr- 
iology in Oxford, 
England, 'after 


thirty years spent in 'deciphering 
the' Ancient hieroglyphics of eastern 
lands.' 
I had called upon Prof. Sayce at his 


rooms in Queen's college, Oxford, to 
ascertain the latest light thrown by 
archaeological research on the truth 
of tie Bible. The professor expressed 
himself as pleased to tell the Amer- 
ican people of the important discov- 
eries'he has "made in Egypt, Syria 
and Palestine, and began our con- 
vorsation with the 
above 
words. 


Continuing, he said: "Our researches 
among the monuments of Babylon, 
Assyria and Egypt have opened up a 
new world undreamed of a few years 
ago. 


"They show that the history of 


mankind goes back to a very remote 
past, and that civilization was then 
quite as high as that of Imperial 
Roue or the civilization of Europe, 
at'th* time of the renaissance' if not 
higher in some respects. They nave 
also 'shown how much there is still 
to b* discovered. After all, what we 
have found is only the beginning of 
what we shall flnd. It is no longer 
possible to My, as in the early days 
of oriental research, that such and 
such^A thing could not have been, 
The population of the early east was 
hlgfcly cultured and highly literary. 
Both 'In,. Egypt and In Babylon 
a 


!•*(• portion of the people seem to 
haW occupied their time In reading 
and: writing:" 


"What has actually revealed these 


hitherto unknown facts?" 


"The monuments that have 
been 


found In Egypt and Babylon have re- 
v*»i*d them in part. These are lit- 
erally cov*f*a with writing. 
Even 


' the vfenall«t articles of dally us* have 


b**n found covered with Inscriptions: 
The revelations are also partly due 
to,tfe* discoveries that the old cities 
of the east had very large libraries 
of books. And some discoveries made 
a f«w years ago at Tell el-Amarna 
In 4gypt—where a large number of 
letters on clay tablets were found- 
proved that In the fifteenth century 
befoir* the Christian era the whole 
educated population 
of the 
east, 


from the Euphrates to the Nile, were 
engaged in writing letters to one 
another. This correspondence 
was 


golBg on actively In a language and 
forni 'of writing which belonged only 
to th* Babylonians. Those, there- 
for*, who wrote in this language 
mutt have studied and learned it as 
w« do French. 
Hence, there must 


have been 'school* in 
which 
the 


language and script of Babylonia 
were studied all over western Asia. 


'JJjTot long since a discovery was 


made in th* extreme south of Egypt 
showing that papyrus books 
were 


written in \K4 very early days of 
Egyptian history. 
As regards the 


Bftbylonian 
libraries, 
they 
were 


equally ancient and very numerous 
Ev*1#; great library had its 
clay 


boots.' Spme, time ago, at a place 
called TeiloV iii South 
Chaldei 


Fr'enlc'h excavntor.iJIscovcred a library 
wUtch wa^ formed three or four cen- 
turjis before .th* birth of Abraham 
anil which 'lie concludes had 
con- 


tained 33,000 separate clay tablets 
or'boSks" on all kinds of 'subjects. 
He' found them arranged in shelves, 
piled-one Utuiii'another;''. They tad 
probably been overwhelmed by the 
fall of the building in which they 
were placed".' Many of these clay 
tablets are now in Constantinople. 
About 10,000 were stolen by 
the 


Arabs: The tablets are iho^tly writ- 
ten in AccadUn, a language which Is 
st»i imperfectly known."

to yield theViriost Important results!" 


''v7hat Ifl especially needed now is 


excavation on; the site of certain old 
cities:In Palestine, where it is cer 
tain we should' find early libraries 
of clay books like those I 
ha- 


spoken of. 
For instance, there is 


one place'. I should like to excavate 
and that JIs Gezer. There we know 
from 'the cuneiform inscriptions, tha 
th>ro was a library in Canaanltlsl 
days, and I believe a number of in 
scribed tablets would be found. 
doubt these would throw much ligh 
oii ttio history of Palestine. 


'"Then there 
is 
another 
thing 


which is very much needed. One o 


- my discoveries wns that of the Hit 


tite ' empire. 
Certain monument 


found In Asia Minor were tho wor 
of tho ttittttcs nnd they possessed 
peculiar sjrstem • of 
hieroglyphieX 


Their empire extended from North 
Syria through the greater part 
of 


Asia Minor. One of the Hittite cities 
where monuments are known to exist 
is now called Bar. It is the ancient 
Tayana, in the great mound of which 
Hittite monuments have been found. 
This is a mound which it would be 
very desirable to excavate as soon as 
facilities for doing so can be given, 
because there, in all probability, we 
should find monuments which would 
throw light 
on Hittite history. 


There, too, we might find inscrip- 
tions in two languages—Hittite and 
Assyrian—which would enable us to 
decipher the Hittite language." 


"And what has been the result of 


these discoveries as far ns the Bible 
Is concerned P" 


"I believe that in the main they 


establish the traditional as opposed 
to the modern critical view of the 
antiquity and credibility and histor- 
ical trustworthiriess of the Old Testa- 
ment records—especially the Penta- 
teuch. I do not mean to say that in 
all respects the old views 
we had 


upon the subject were correct, but 
that on the whole the Old Testament 
records seem to have been vindicated 
by the discoveries we are making. 
I have come to disbelieve thoroughly 
in the so-called critical view of the 
composition of the Pentateuch. 
I 


believe that, substantially, it belongs 
to the Mosaic age and I see no rea- 
son why it should not have 
been 


written by Moses. 
The book 
has 


undergone certain alterations and 
aanges, but substantially it Is the 
ork of the Mosaic age and of Moses 
limself. It contains extracts from 
irller documents, more especially in 
he Book of Genesis, and some of 
hese earlier documents can be shown 
o have been written and to 
have 


een contemporaneous documents, in 
lie Bnbylonlan language and cunet- 
orm characters." 


"Then you consider most of the 


esults of tho higher critics to be 
mere guesswork P"

Habit and will power have most to 
o with tho act of going to sleep. 
fv feel sleepy nt our usual hour for 
e tiring, just as we wnke usually at 
bout the same time. Insomnia ofteh 
omcs from Irregularity more than 
nything else, and once tho fear of 
ot sleeping well has been aroused 
liat very fear prevents natural rest. 
Tho patient must be persuaded an 
inch ns possible that he did sleep 
well the night boforo ami will sleep 
well tonight. And If he Is still fear- 
ul of the coming 
darkness, 
mix 


ome harmless powder in a glass of 
voter, give'it to him, and lie is apt 
o sleep, under tho impression that 


has had a narcotic. It is a fact 


hat many who think they have not 
lept a wink have actually had quite 
n amount of sleep, absolute wake- 
uliicss being very, raro. In the case 
f nervous patients quiet and 
pa- 


lenco will do much to give them the 
equired rest. Too protracted labor 
s often the cause of sleeplessness, 
nd when this is the case a return to 
regular hour for retiring will help 


o re-establish the sleep habit, espe- 
lally if the brain has been rested 
or some time before retiring. 
Where it is evident that the sleep- 
essness is due to congestion in the 
jrnin the use of cold hip and foot 
baths Is wise. If it is found that the 
iroper reaction does not follow the 
old foot bath, give the patient a hot 
oot bath before the cold one and 
hen put a hot water bottle to the 
eet in bed.

That unfailing instinct in wild ani- 
nals which teaches thorn what forms 
'f vegetation are harmful or poison 
>us seems to be lost when the ani- 
mals are domesticated, as a result of

'ear through poisonous vegetation. 
To prevent this loss in so far 
as 


ossible the department of agricul- 
ure has been making scientific In- 
•estigation and tests, and has now

B. S., assistant in the botany divi- 
ion of tho department.

o be poisonous to stock, thirty-nine

concerning- 
the poisonous 


ualities of wliich there, is a good, 
tiough not positive, evidence, and 
hirty-scven plants which come under

of suspects. 
Nearly all 


hese forms of vegetation are of corn- 


growth in various parts of the 


ountiy, nnd as many of them are as 
angerous to human beings ns to 
attle, the catalogue contains inform- 
tion of value to the general public 
s well as the farmer nnd stock 
aiser.

:ances." writes Mr. Chestnut, "un-

There is no 
a di Heron t path today from that o 
Jesus' own times. It is tho nnmo path 
Tho call of this dying century and o 
tho now ono soon to bo is called for 
new discipleship. a new fellowship o 
Josua, more liko tho early, simple, npos 
tolic Christianity when tlie disciple 
left all and literally followed tho Mas 
tor. Nothing but a discipleship of thi 
kind can face tho destructive selflshnos 
of tlio ago with nny hope of overcomin 
it.

Then followed n srono that won

Men and women in grent numbers 
owded around tho platform to Bee 
eury Maxwell nnd to bring him the 
iromise uf their consecration to the 
edgo to do as J"sus wonld do. It 


PUB a voluntary, spontaneous move- 
ent that broke upon Maxwell's soul 
ith a result he could not measure. But 
id he not been praying for this very 
ling? It wns nu answer that uiorq 
mil met his desires. 
There followed this movement a 
'aver service that in its impressions 
cpeated the Raymond experience. In 
ie evening, to Maxwell's intense joy, 
ie Endeavor society, almost to a mem- 
jer, came forward, as so many of tho 
lurch members had done in the inorn- 
iig, and seriously, solemnly, tenderly.

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DR. TALMAfiE'S SERMON. 


A LESSON TAKEN FROM SWIMMERS WHO TRY TO RESCUE 


THE DROWNING. 


"Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—In 


this discourse Dr. Talmage employs a 
Very bold figure of the Bible to bring 
out the helpfulness of religion for all 
those in any kind of struggle. The 
text is Isa. xxxv., xi.: "He shall 
spread forth his hands in the midst 
of them, 
as he that swimmeth 


spreadeth forth his hands." 


This text 
represents God as 


strong 
swimmer, 
striking out to 


push down iniquity and save 
the 


Souls of men. "He shall spread forth 
his hands in the midst of them, as he 
that swimmeth spreadeth forth his 
hands to swim." The figure is bold 
aad many-sided. Most -of you know 
how to swim. Some of you learned it 
In th« city school, where this art is 
taught; some of you in boyhood, in 
the river near your father's house; 
some of you since you came to man- 
hood or womanhood, while summer- 
ing on the beach of the sea. It is a 
good thing to know how to swim, not 
only for yourself, but because you 
will, after awhile, perhaps, have to 
help others. 


I do not know anything more stir- 


ring or sublime than to see some man 
like Norman McKenzie leaping from 
the ship Madras into the sea to save 
Charles Turner, who had 
dropepd 


from the royal yard while trying- to 
loosen the sail, bringing him back to 
the deck amid the huzzas of the pas- 


_ seugers and crew. If a man has not 
enthusiasm enough to cheer in such 
circumstances he deserves himself to 
drop Into the sea and have no one to 
help htm. The Royal Humane soci- 
ety of England was established in 
1774, its being to applaud and re- 
ward those who should pluck up life 
from tho deep. 


Any one'who has performed such a 


deed of daring has all the particu- 
lars, of that bravery recorded in a 
public record, and on his breast a 
medal done 
in blue ^~-.d gold 
and 


bronze, anchor and monogram and 
inscription, telling to future genera- 
tions tho bravery of the man or wo- 
man 
who 
saved some one 
from 


drowning. But if it Is such a worthy 
thing to save a body from the deep. 
I ask you If it is not a worthier thing 
to save an immortal soulP And you 
shall see, this hour, the Son of God 
ctep out forth from this achievement. 
"He shall spread forth His hands In 
the midst of them, as he that swim- 
meth spcadoth forth his hands 
to 


swim," 


MOST BEAUTIFUL WORDS. 


In order to understand 
the full 


force of this figure you need to real- 
ize that our race is in a sinking con- 
dition. 
You sometimes bear people 


talking of whnt they consider the 
most beautiful 
words in our lan- 


guage. 
One mrm says it is "home,*' 


another 
man snys it is the 'word 


"mother," another says it is the word 
'•Jesus," but I tell you the bitterest 
word In our language, the word most 
angry and baleful, the word saturat- 
ed with the most trouble, the word 
that accounts for all the loathsome- 
ness and the pang and the outrage 
and the harrowing; and that word is 
"sin." You spell it with three let- 
ters, and yet those three letters de- 
scribe the circumference and pierce 
the diameter of everything bad in the 
universe. Sin is a sibilant word. You 
cannot pi'onounce it without giving 
the siss of the flame- or the hiss 
of the serpent. 
Sin! and then if 


you add three letters to that word it 
describes every one of us by nature- 
sinner. We have outraged the law of 
God, not 
occasionally, or now and 


then, but perpetually. The Bible de- 
clares it. 
Hark! It thunders two 


claps: "The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wicked.); 
"The soul that sinneth, it shall die." 
What the Bible says our own con 
science affirms. 


After Judge Morgan had sentenced 


Lady Jane Grey to death his con- 
science ti-oubled him so much for the 
deed that he became insane, and all 
through his insanity he kept saying: 
"Take her away from me! Lady Jane 
Grey! 
Take her away! Lady Jane 


Grey!" 


It was the voice of conscience. And 


no man ever does anything wrong, 
however great or small, but his con- 
science brings that matter before him 
and at every step of his misbehavior 
it says, "Wrong, wrong!" Sin is a 
leprosy, sin is a paralysis, sin Is con- 
sumption, sin is pollution, sin 
is 


death. Give it a fair chance, nml it 
will swamp you and me, body, mind 
and soul, forever. In: this world it 
only gives a faint intimation of its 
virulence. , 
' 


AILMENT OF SIN. 


You see a patient in the 
first 


stages of typhoid fever. 
The cheek 


Is somewhat flushed, the hands some- 
what hot, preceded by a slight chill. 
"Why," you say, "typhoid fever does 
not seem to be much of a disease.' 
But wait until the patient has been 
six weeks under it, and all his ener- 
gies have been wrung out, and he is 
too weak to lift his little finger, and 
his Intellect gone, then you see the 


full havoc of the disease. Now sin 
in this world is an ailment which is 
inly in its first stages; but let it get 
mder full sway and it is an all-con- 
iuining typhoid. Oh, if we could see 
ur unpardoned sins as God sees them 
our teeth would chatter and 
our 


knees would knock together, and our 
respiration would be choked, and our 
hearts would break. If your sins are 
inforgiven, they are bearing down 
n you and you ore sinking—sinking 
away from happiness, sinking away 
from God, sinking away from every- 
thing that is good and blessed. 


Then what do we wontP A swim- 


ner! A strong swimmer! A swift 
;wimmer! And, blessed be God, in 
ny text we have him announced. 
'He shall spread forth His hands in 
the midst of them, as he that swim- 
meth stretcheth forth his hand to 


nrini." You have noticed that when 
swimmer goes to rescue any one he 


puts off his heavy apparel. He must 
lot have any such impediment about 
him if he is going to do this great 
deed. 
And 
when Christ 
stepped 


forth to sc.ve us He shook off the 
sandals of Heaven, and His 
feet 


were free, and then He stepped down 
into the wave of our transgressions, 
and it came up over His wounded 
Feet, and it came above the spear- 
stab in His side—aye, it dashed to 
the lacerated temple, the high-water 
mark of His anguish. 
Then, rising 


ibove the flood, "He stretched forth 
His hands in the midst of them, as 
he that swimmeth spreadeth forth 
his hands to swim." 


THE WHOLE EFFORT. 


If you have ever watched a swim- 


mer you notice that his whole body is 
brought into play. The arms 
are 


flexed, the 
hands drive the water 


back, the knees are active, the head 
is thrown back to escape strangula- 
tion, the whole body is in propul- 
sion. And when Christ sprang into 
:he deep to save us He threw His en- 
tire nature into It—all His godhead, 
His omniscience, His goodness, His 
love, His omnipotence—head heart, 
eyes, hands, feet. We were far out 
on the sea, and so deep clown in the 
waves, nnd so far out from the shore, 
that nothing short of nil entire God 
could save us. Christ leaped out for 
our rescue, saying: "Lo! I come to 
do thy will," and all the surges of 
human 
and 
satanic 
hate 
beat 


igalnst Him, and those who watched 
Him 
from the 
gates of 
Heaven 


feared He would go down under the 
wave, and instead of saving others 
would Hmself 
persh; but, putting 


His breast to the foam, and shaking 
the surf from His locks, He came on 
and on, until He is now within the 
reach of every one here. 
Eye om- 


niscient, heart infinite, arm omnipo- 
tent! Mighty to save, even unto the 
uttermost. 


Oh it was 
not half a God that 


trampled down bellowing Gennesa- 
'et. 
It was not a quarter of n God 


:hat mastered the demons of Gardaro. 
It was not twothirds of a God that 
lifted up Lazarus into the arms of his 
overjoyed sisters. It was not a frag- 
ment of a God who offered pardon 
and peace to all the race. No. This 
mighty swimmer threw His gran- 
deur, His glory, His might, His wis- 
dom, His omnipotence and His eter- 
nity into this one act. It took both 
hands of God to save us—both feet. 
How do I prove it? On the cross were 
not both hands nailed? On the cross 
not both feet spiked P His entire na- 
ture involved in our redemption! 


EFFORTS AT RESCUE. 


If you have lived much by the wa- 


ter you notice also that if any one is 
going out to the rescue of the drown- 
ing he must he independent, self-re- 
linnt, able to go alone. There may be 
a time when he must spring out to 
save one, and he cannot get a life- 
boat, and if he does get out and has 
not strength enough to bear himself 
up, he will sink, and instead of drag- 
ging one corpse out of the billows 
you will have two to drag out. 


When Christ sprang out into the 


sea to deliver us He had no life-buoy. 
His Father did not help Him. Alone 
in 
the wine press! 
Alone on the 


mountain! Alone in tho'sea! Oh, if 
He saves ns He shall have all th 
credit, for "there was none to help. 
No oar! No wing! No ladder! Whei 
Nathaniel Lyon fell in the battl 
charge in front of his troops he had 
whole army to cheer him. 
Wliei. 


Marshal Ney sprang into the con- 
test and plunged in the spurs till tl 
horse's flanks spurted 
blood, all 


France applauded him. But Jesus 
alone! "Of the people there was noi 
to help." "All forsook Him and fled 
Oh, it was not a flotilla that saile 
down and saved ns. It was not 
cluster of gondolas that came ovi 
the wave. It wns one Person ind 
pendent and alone, "spreading out 
His hands among us ns a swimmc 
spreadoth forth his hands to swim! 


Behold, then, the spectacle of 


drowning- soul and Christ the swim 
mer. I believe it was in 1848, whe 
there were six English soldiers of th 


Fifth fusileers who were hanging to 
a capsized boat—a boat that had been 
upset by a squall three miles from 
shore. It was in the night, but one 
man swam mightily for the bench, 
guided by the dark mountains that 
lifted their top through the night. He 
came to the beach. He found 
shoreman that consented to go with 
him and save the other men, and they 
put out. It was some time before 
they could find the place where th 
men were, but after awhile they 
heard their cry: "Help, help!" and 
they bore down to them, and they 
saved them and brought them to 
shore. Oh, that this moment our cry 
might be lifted long, loud and shrill, 
till Christ the swimmer shall come 
and take us lest we drop a thousand 
fathoms under! 


HELP AT ONCE. 


If you have been much by the wa- 


ter, you know very well that when 
one is in peril help must come very 
quickly, or it will be of no use. One 
minute may decide everything. Im- 
mediate help the man wants or no 
iielp at all. Now, that is just the 
kind of relief we want. The case is 
urgent, 
imminent, 
instantaneous. 


See that soul sinking! Son of God, 
ay hold of him. Be quick, be quick! 
Ih, I wish you all understood how 
urgent this gospel is. 


There was a man in the navy at 


sen who had been severely -whipped 


bad behavior, and he was mad- 


dened by it, and leaped into the 'sea. 
incl no sooner had he leaped into the 
sea than, quick as lightning, an alba- 
tross swooped upon him. The drown- 
ng man, brought to his senses, 
seized hold of the albatross and held 
on. The fluttering of the bird kept 
him on the wave until relief could 
come. Would now that the dove of 
God's convicting, converting 
and 


saving spirit might flash from the 
lirone upon your soul, and that you, 
;nking hold of its potent wing, might 
ive nnd live forever! 


The world has had strong swlm- 


ners beside the one of the text; per- 
inps the greatest among them, 
Matthew Webb, of the British mer- 
cantile marine service. He leaped 
rom the deck of the Russia, the Cu- 
nnrd steamer, to save the life of a 
sailor who had fallen overboard. No 
vender the passengers subscribed for 
Im a large reward and the Royal 
lumnne society of London decorated 
lim with honors. A mighty swim- 
mer wns he. By the strength of his 
own arm and foot pushing through 
:he waters from Blackwall pier to 
3ravesend pier, eighteen miles, nnd 
from Dover to Calais, thirty-nine 
miles, where he crossed, yet he was 
Irowned at last in our Ningnra'3 
whirlpool. But the strong swimmer 
of my text put out alone to swim n 
wrathier sea nnd for vaster distance, 
even from world to world, to save us 
who were swamped in guilt and woe, 
nnd brought us to the shore of safety, 
although He at lost went down into 
the whirlpool of human and satanic 
•ngo. "He descended Into hell!" 


SAVING OF SOULS. 


When you nre saving a man in the 


vater, you do not want to come up by 
lis face; you want to coroe up by his 
lack. You do not want him to hold 
7on while you take hold of him. 
But, blessed be God! Jesus Christ is 
so strong a swimmer He comes not to 
our back, but to our face, and He 
asks us to throw around Him the 
rms of our love, and then promises 
to take us to the beach; and He will 
do it. Do not trust that plank of 
good works. Do not trust that shiv- 
ered spar of your own righteousness, 
jhrtst only can give you safe trans- 
portation. Turn your face upon Him, 
as the dying martyr did in olden 
times, when he cried: "None but 
Christ! 
None but Christ!" 
Jesus 


has taken millions to the land, and 
He is willing to tnke you there. Oh, 
what hardness to thrust Him back, 
when He has been swimming all the 
way from the throne of God, where 
you are now, and is ready to swim all 
the way back again, taking your re- 
deemed spirit. 


I have sometimes thought what 


spectacle the ocean bed will present 
when In the last day the water is all 
drawn off. It will be a line of wrecks 
from beach to bench. There is where 
the harpooners went down. There is 
where the line of battle ships went 
down. There is where the merchant- 
men went down. There is where the 
steamers went down—a long line of 
wrecks from beach to beach. What a 
spectacle in the last day, when the 


•ater is drawn off! 
But, oh, how 


much more solemn, if we had nn eye 
to see the spiritual wrecks and the 
places where they foundered. 
You 


would find thousands along our roads 
nnd streets. Christ came down in 
their nwfnl catastrophe, putting out 
for their souls, "spreading forth His 
hands ns n swimmer sprendeth forth 
his hands to swim;" but they thrust 
Him in the soi-e heart nnd they smote 
His fair cheek nnd the storm nntl the 
darkness swallowed them up. I nsk 
you to lay hold of this Christ and lay 
hold of Him now. You will sink 
without Him. From horizon to hori- 
zon not one sail in sight. 
Only one 


strong swimmer with head flung 
back and nrms outspread.
